SECOND TRAVELLING EXHIBIT 
VISITS MANY ALBERTA CENTRES 


The Arts and Crafts Division, Recrea¬ 
tion and Cultural Development Branch, 
again offered Travelling Art Exhibitions 
to the communities of Alberta. This is 
the second year of this project. 

The art exhibitions were divided into 
two catalogues, one suited for adult 
viewing and the other for student, or 
children’s viewing. 

The adult exhibitions were loaned by 
the Camrose Art Club, Mr. Roy Steven¬ 
son of Calgary, Alberta College of Art, 
Banff School of Fine Arts and other 
numerous exhibition sources, all artists 
native to the province of Alberta. The 
children’s exhibitions are by the cour¬ 
tesy of The Alberta College of Art, The 
Edmonton Art Gallery and The Calgary 
Allied Arts Council. 

A deadline of November 1, 1961, was 
set for receipt of exhibition booking 
forms and, at present, a total of twenty- 
one exhibitions are circulating the prov¬ 
ince and will continue to do so until 
the end of May, 1962. 

Ten adult art exhibitions have been 
requested by over fifty separate com¬ 
munities. These exhibitions will make 
over one hundred exhibition stops. 

Eleven children’s art exhibitions were 
requested by twenty-seven schools and 
communities and will have over sixty 
exhibition stops. 

Art exhibitions are being sent to com¬ 
munities as far north as Yellowknife, 
N.W.T. and as far south as Cardston, 
Alberta. 

Many requests for art exhibitions have 
been turned down because the booking 
forms were received after the deadline 
set, by which time schedules were al¬ 
ready started. Most of the travelling 
exhibitions have full schedules and it 
has been impossible to work in any re¬ 
quests that arrived too late. 

It appears that those exhibitions 
loaned by local art clubs and by art 
schools are the most popular and that 
Landscape is the favorite viewing sub¬ 
ject matter. 

The Arts and Crafts Division is trying 
to offer a variety of art work. From 
year to year the selection will change 
and emphasis will be placed on certain 
types of exhibitions, according to the 
needs and wishes of those requesting 
them. 

We would appreciate receiving ideas 
on how to improve these exhibition pro¬ 
grams and suggestions as to different, 
possible future exhibitions.

The Hockey Officiating was handled 
by Mr. Ray Lawlor and Mr. Duchie Van 
Deelan of the Alberta Hockey Officials 
Association, Edmonton Branch. 

The content of the program evolved 
around Coaching Techniques, Funda¬ 
mentals of Hockey, Hockey Drills, Indi¬ 
vidual and Team Positional Play. The 
Hockey Officiating session included 
Rules and Regulations governing the 
game of hockey and clarification of 
penalties and playing rules of hockey. 

All who attended these clinics were 
very much impressed with the high level 
of instruction and expressed the hope 
that a similar clinic of an advanced na¬ 
ture might be held for these areas next 
year.

To Form Specialist Council 


The Alberta Teachers’ Association, in 
an attempt to improve educational stand¬ 
ards in Alberta, has provided teachers 
in the province with the opportunity of 
forming specialists’ councils. 

Teachers of Health and Physical Edu¬ 
cation will form a specialist council at 
an inaugural conference in Calgary on 
April 26 and 27, 1962. The objective of 
the Health and Physical Education Coun¬ 
cil will be to improve instruction in 
these areas and increase members’ know¬ 
ledge and understanding in these fields. 

This council will undertake such pro¬ 
jects as the publication of a Bulletin, 
periodic one day conferences at strategic 
locations in the province featuring pro¬ 
grams of interest to the members, sum¬ 
mer seminars of one or two weeks 
duration, and the sponsorship of re¬ 
search projects.
